Government? If we conſider the Romans in a 
Religious View, we can ſee nothing that could 
intitle them to this Preheminence: They were 

great Sinners and Idolaters as the reſt of Man- 
kind: What could there be in the Character of 
theſe Robbers and Plunderers of the World, 
that) ſhould - procure them Univerſal Empire? 
They were, it is true, remarkable for their Va- 
zur, and Policy, and Love of Liberty; but they 
were as remarkable for their Treachery, In- 
juſtice, and Cruelty. And how came it to paſs, 
that theſe Vices did not defeat that Scheme, 
_ which their publick Virtues had encouraged them 
to attempt . We can never- ſatisfy ourſelves 
upon this Point, without conſidering them as 
Inftruments in the Hands of God: And there- 
one the proper Light in which we ſhould view 
it is this, That the undeſerved Height to which 
they. wene raiſed, was the Work of Providence 
for accomplithicig its own ' wiſe Ends, and was 
no Effect of Favour or Partiality towards that 
People.

H any. One mould aſk, (which is not im- 
probable, conſidering the preſent Manner of 
treating the Divine Diſpenſations) Why this was 
the Method of Providence in reſtoring Man, 
and why ſuch a Plan was pitched upon, as made 
it neceſſary to chuſe a peculiar People ? It ſeems 
to be a lofficient Reply, that this Plan was cer- 
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tainly wiſe and fit, whether we! can diſcover: that 
Wiſdom and Fitneſd or not, andi that no Con- 
eluſion can be more agreeable. to our unpreju- 
diced Reaſon, than that God has a clear and 
undoubted Reight to convey his Bleſſings to 
Mankind in his 'own Way. If this Account 
ſtill appears to any one rather to cut ſhort than

the Caſe will be found to be much the fame 
with reſpe& to Revelation e. 

An Objection therefore, which chus affects the | 
whole Plan of Providence with regard 'to the 
Moral World, muſt undoubtedly | proceed from 
our Ignorance; and I would ſubmit it to the 
Judgment of every wiſe and ſerious Man, 'whe- 
ther this Conſideration alone is not a ſufficient 
Anſwer to the Objection, that, upon our ad- 
mitting it, this Conſequence will follow, that 
the whole Scheme of Providence is wrong and 
defective; and that there is one univerſal Errour 
in the preſent Conſtitution of Things.
